In Order to Act of Legislatur 
Effective an Annexation to Munic- 
ipality Would Be Necessary—The 
Owners of Property Likely to Be 
Assessed Would Oppose e. 


The long-cherished project of mak- 
ing Arroyo Seco a public park has 
received a staggering blow. It has 
been discovered that the main part 
of the beautiful arroyo does not be- 
long to the city of Los Angeles, but 
is in the county. 

In order now to make effective the 
law. which was especially framed for 
converting the Arroyo Seco into @ 
park, it would now de necessary 1 
frat acquire, or take over, that part 
of it which is in the county. do 
this an election would be necessary, 
an annexation election. 

People who own property in the 
country in the vicinity of the Arroyo, 
and upon whom the burden of assess- 
ment for the park project would _ 
according to an act passed 
Legislature at its last session, ore 
alert. There will be strenuous, opposi-. 
tion if the city attempts to acquire 
all of the arroyo, 

The organisations having the fur- 
therance of the project in hand 
alize the difficulty, and have 
to let the matter rest. + 

The legislative act which it was 
thought would cover the Arroyo Seco 
Park project, provides that an as- 
sesament district can be arranged by 
the City Council so as to put the en- 
tire expense of the proposed tmprove- 
ment on « large area. instead of it 
being borne by the city.

N SMALL JEALOUSIES, PLEASE. 
President Taft is making a journey through 
the United States which for the executive head of 


a nation, or indeed for any other high official, is a 


new record in history. Mr. Taft is not making this 
long and very exacting trip for his own pleasure. 
It is not a vacation he is on; it is strictly business 
from the time he left Boston until he returns to 
Washington. The business of the President is with 
the people. He has only so many days to devote 
to this trip, and good business sense prescribes 
that he shall so arrange his itinerary as to enable 
him to meet the largest. possible percentage of the 
90,000,000 people in the United States. For this 


rpose his stay is confined at each point in the 


rney to the large centers of population. 

We notice a disposition on the part of certain 
small communities to allow a little narrow jealousy 
to make the people unhappy. Mr. Taft stopped at 
Sacramento and skipped Red Bluff, not because of 
the name of the one place or of the other. He 
makes a longer stay at San Francisco than at 
Sacramento, not because one is on the river and 
by the seaside, but because there are 
more people in San Francisco than in Sacramento. 
This is done not so much for the President’s own 
gake as for the sake of the people. It is a business 
trip and the President’s business is, with the people 
for the peoples sake. He wants to talk to the 
largest assemblies to be had, to confer with the 
leading business men of the country, to meet with 
the great commercial and financial organizations 
of the different centers, and thus to gain the wid- 
est possible view of the conditions, products and 
needs of the various parts of the United States. 
While he is in San Francisco he will not visit Ala- 
meda at all and wil! be in Oakland but for an hour 
or 80. 
ly satisfied that the President stops at Sacramento 
and not at their town, because that is better not 
only for Sacramento, but for Marysville, too. There 
should be no grouch in the minds of the people of 
Alameda because the President's stay is mostly in 
the metropolis of the north Pacific Coast, because 
it is better so, not for the San Francisco people 


alone, but for those of Alameda, too. 
Just think how i: would be if the President 
Should arrange his itinerary according to the views 


of the people at Milpitas, at Jones Cross Roads 
and at Podunk Corners instead of as it is. Then 
there would be solid reason for the people of the 
great centers of population to complain about the 
foolish arrangement of the President's journey. It 
would absolutely prevent him from obtaining the 


views he wishes and the information so essent 


te guide him when he gets back to Washington. 
“The President will be at the beginning of next 
week in Southern California. He has only a couple 


of days to devote to all Southern California, where 


there are fifty towns of different size and a total 
population of 700,000. Nearly half of this popula- 
tion is found in the city of Los Angeles. , The 
President wants to meet the people here in South- 
ern California to the largest possible extent, to 
confer with those most in touch with the affairs of 
the country and best informed about our needs. 
The most important thing in all Southern Califor- 
nia today to all the. people south of the Tehachepi 
Pass is Sen Pedro harbor. The government has 
spent there millions of money and created, almost 
in the open sea, a magnificent harbor for ships. 
There is much more work to be done there on the 
inner harbor, and the government wiil be asked to 
appropriate further large sums of money to carry 
on that work. The visit to San Pedro will con- 
sume pretty nearly half the time the President has 
to devote to all Southern California. Would it not 


‘be the height of folly if he should try to give an 
hour to Claremont and another to Yorba, and an- 


other to El Centro down in Imperial county? 
There is only one Los Angeles in all Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and there are dozens of towns like Onta- 
rio, Anaheim and Newport Landing. It may be a 
little inconvenient for the people in these smaller 
towns to come in to Los Angeles to see the Presi- 
dent, knowing the President cannot visit all these 

Each one of these smaller places should 


towns. 
realize that it would take a month for the Presi- 
dent to visit them all, that to visit one and not an- 


other would be discriminating, and thet if he tried 
this in Southern California it would be unsatisfac- 
tory to all other parts of the United States. 

Not even the people who live at Azusa and Gien- 
dora regret more keenly that Mr. Taft,cannot stop 
there than he does himself. He will see the beauty 
and the many attractions of these smaller towns 
as he passes through upon the train. Los Angeles 
is not “hogging” the President at all. It is not be- 
cause it is Los Angeles, not because of its geo- 

ical position, that he tarries here. This is a 
case where there is nothing in a name, nothing in

tesia and Fullerton to have the President spend 


most of his time in Los Angeles. He comes here 
and he sees a great city full of bustling business, 
great enterprises and financial institutions. He 
learns that it has all been built up in the last 
twenty years and that it is growing at the rate of 
30,000 each twelve months. If instead of stopping 
at Los Angeles he should go to Whittier he would 
learn that that city is the growth of the- last twenty 
years. He would see a very beautiful country 
around him, but it would hardly impress him as will 
Los Angeles when he sees a great modern city in- 
stead of a small modern city, beautiful though 
Whittier is. 

Now, friends in Southern California, avoid the 
selfish jealousy displayed by the people in the Sac- 
ramento Valley. Just look upon the matter with 
the wide-open eyes of clear reason. Let it sink in 
that this is not a trip for the entertainment of 
los Angeles; that it is not a vacation the Presi- 
dent is taking; that it means business of the great- 
est importance and that the only way to transact 
this business is by letting the President come in 
contact with the largest number of people possible 
in the very limited time hé has at his disposal. It 
is better for as well as for us that the larger 
part of the ident’s stay shauld be where the 
people are massed together, where industries are 
at the highest point of development, where the 
finances of the district center, and where he can 
best rn the needs of this part of the country. 
The people of Los Angeles regret quite as much as 
the people of Lordsburg that the President cannot 
stop there so long as he does here. The President 
regrets it himself quite as much as anybody éan, 
but there is just so much that can be done in an 
hour and there are just so many hours at the 
President's disposal for all Southern California. 
He has arranged his itinerary for himself, and he 
has done it with great wisdom, with the greatest 
consideration for the welfare of the whole people.

OOK’S IMMORTAL DASH. 

Seldom has the world been given a narrative 
so thrilling as Dr. Frederick Cook’s account of his 
final dash to the North Pole, as published in yester- 
day's issue of The Times. In simple yet soul-stir- 
ring words has this wonderful American told the 
story of the deathless deed which he accomplished 
in planting the flag of his country on “tigi shu,” 
the “big nail” of the world. a 

He could not sleep, he says, on that last night 
when he lay down with his two Eskimos. He could 
not sleep for the throbs of his heart as he realized 
that he was swinging on the axis of the earth the 
first man to there set foot or to rest his head since 
God said “Let there be light, and there was light;” 
the first living being, so far as known, to reach the 
uttermost north; the first human voice to speak 
from there to the solitudes and the immemorial 
death of all time and all distance. 

Between the lines of Dr. Cook’s narrative there 

every American reader the same wild thrill 
of exaltation and of glory that swept the soul of 
the explorer himself as he dwelt upon the thought 
that the coveted crown of the ages had been won 
by an American. He thought not alone of himself, 
but of his country, too. His first act when he had 
found that his foot rested on the apex was to fling 
from his bosom to the singing winds of the pole the 


bonnie flag of his country, with its bars of crimson 


and its stars. | 
Even the Eskimos caught the joy of the white 

man’s unparalleled deed. They sang with the 

winds, they danced “in the passions of wild life;” 


in voices hoarse with gladness they shouted to hum- | 


mock and ridge and floe that slept in the silences 
that were as old as chaos. The very dogs caught 
the mad spirit of the moment and bayed their chal- 
lenges to the sky that hung, purple biue, over that 
weird spot where met all the trails of the worid; 
where north, east and west vanished and there was 
no way but south.
